Arouse Resentment. 

Dean, in his criticism of the ad- | 
ministration’s policy in industrial | 
disputes, aroused the sharp _resent- 
ment of the president. Dean charged 
the president with attempts at “invol- 
untary servitude;” declared farmers, 
and workers. throughout the nation 
were at “A broiling heat’ and pre- 
dicted that “in your attempt to place 
the American laborer under the gun 
nothing short of a revolution’ will 


The president, voicing “contempt” 
for Dean’s “politically partisan refer- 
ences,” exhaustively detailed the steps 
the administration had taken toward 
a peaceful adjustment of the two 
strikes. 

Particularly he stressed that there 
was no thought and would be none 
“to draft free men into either the 
railway or mining service or sug- 
gested coercion under military force. 

“Instead of eontemplating the re- 
sort to force,” the president added, 
the administration “anticipated the 
very opposite. Instead of aiming at 
‘involuntary seritude’ to which you 
inexcusably refer, the president de- 
clared, the government had offered 
measures for’ peaceful adjustment of 
both situations. He explained it as 
the government’s position that men 
had a right to refuse to work but that 
those desiring to work must be equal- 
ly free.” 

Two Courses Left Open. 

In attempting peace in the rail sit- 
uation, the president appeared to have 
left but two courses open to him— 
appeal to the rail executives to rec- 
ognize seniority righte of returning 
strikers, as the latter have demanded ; 
or, an appeal to the shopmen’s lead- 
ers to accept the railway labér board's 
decision and resume work pending 
necessary modifications of that or- 
der. 

Apparently the president applied 
himself to the first course during a 
two-hour conference Wednesday with 
General W. W. Atterbury, vice pres- 
ident of the Pennsylvania and mana- 
ger of operations on that system. 
Atterbury made it clear, it was au- 
thoritatively learned afterward, that: 

1.—His road is operating normally 
as a result of direct dealings with its 
own men. 

2.—The policies regarding working

The postponement of the 
bill was asked by Representative Da- 
vis, of Floyd, who said he had a dele- 
gation of officials coming to Atlanta 
Thursday to appear before the com- 
mittee to protest against passage of 
the measure. 

The feature of the Wednesday ses- 
sion of the house, which attracted 
most attention was the victory won 
by the forces favoring the repeal 
of the tax equalization law. Two 
test votes were taken and the repeal- 
ers won on each by an overwhelming 
yote. The first test came when the 
question of agreeing to the ad- 
yerse report of the committee 
on the bill came up. The house 
by a vote of 107 to 56 
to agree to the report. Then the 
question of disagreeing with the com- 
mittee’s report and placing the bill 
on the calendar came up and the re- 
peal forces won by a vote of 154 to 
56. The bill now goes on the cal- 


endar ‘and will be called up for pas 
sage in New days. 
Fee™Bill Postponed. 


Postponement of the fee bill until 
Thursday; the return of a favorable 
report on the Parks bill purging the 
pension rolls of a group of the “new 
class” of pensioners; postponement of 
action on the Augusta water power 
bill carrying with it a $1,500,000 
bond issue and the return of a favor- 
able report on the Golucke bill passed 
by the senate known as the “anti- 
pistol toting bill,” were outstanding 
features of the constitutional amend.

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Court Dismisses 
Liquor Charges 
Against Grier 


Judge Holds Warrants Did 
Not Allege Specific Viola- 
tions of Law. 


Whiskey charges contained in war- 
rants issued under the revenue act 
against Clark Grier, well-known re- 
publican figure of Augusta, were dis- 
missed at 10 o’clock Wednesday morn- 
ing when Judge Sibley held that the 
warrants did no allege a_ specific 
violation of the law. 

An order cancelling a bond of $500 
which Grier had posted for his ap- 
pearance for trial in October was 
given by Judge Sibley on petition of 
the defendant, who attacked the pro- 
ceedings against him as null and void. 
Grier was represented by Attorneys 
Hooper Alexander and David J. Mey- 
erhardt. 

Grier was arrested in Atlanta in 
June on a warant isued by Commis- 
sioner W. C. Carter on an affidavit 
purporting to have been sworn to by 
Fred D. Dismuke, federal prohibiti 
director. The warrant charge him 
with a whiskey transaction in 1919. 
Grier contended that Dismuke had not 
swaen to the affidavit, and that a 
fraud was perpetrated on the com- 
missioner in order to secure the war- 
rant. He laid his arrest to political 
malice. | 

His trial was set for June 30. On 
June 29 he was served with a second 
warrant, which also involved the 
handling of liquor. 

When arraigned for hearing he en- 
tered protest through his attorneys 
against the procedure which had fol- 
lowed, alleging that the warrants 
charged no offense. Commissioner 
Carter bound him over, nevertheless. 

Grier was largely instrumental for 
the federal investigation into the re- 
publican distribution of patronage, and 
he charged that the prosection was 
instigated in the prohibition office 
* with revenge as a motive.

Washington, July 26.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—It was learned 
today from high officials of the ad- 
ministration that Senator Porter J. 
McCumber, chairman of the finance 
committee. who was recently defeated 
in the primary of North Dakota, is 
schduled for the chairmanship of the 
War Finance Corporation. 

The present head of the War Fi- 
nance corporation, Eugene Meyer, Jr., 
is being urged for governor of the 
Federal Reserve board to succeed W. 
P. G. Harding. whose term expires 
soon. Mr. Meyers’ activity in the cor- 
poration’s affairs has enlisted the 
support of numerous officials through- 
out the country, especially in the west 
where the people have benefitted by 
loans advanced in the interest of ag- 
riculture. 

Reiteration of former attacks in 
the senate lately by Senator Heflin, 
Alabama, against Governor Harding, 
has brought the question of the Fed- 
eral Reserve board headquarters re- 
appointment up again in a strong 
light and with opposition developing 
stronger each day, President Harding 
is expected to be cautious in making 
the selection. 

Dependent on Meyer. 

While McCumber’s appointment to 
the post named is dependent upon 
Mr. Meyer’s retirement, much signifi- 
cance is attached to the statement of 
the administration official that the 
North Dakota senator is seheduled for 
the office. The importance of this 
lies in its indirect reference to Gov- 
ernor Harding. 

Regardless, however, .of whether 
Senator. McCumber is named as the 
head of the War Finance Corpora- 
tion, it is now generally conceded that 
he will be given some choice federal 
job in Washington. From having been 
in the senate since 1899, the North 
Dakota member is said to have no in- 
clination to return to his native state. 

During the early summer congress 
extended the life of the War Finance 
Corporation for another year, and 
from the volume of business conducted, 
it is thought tha’ at least three more 

ears will be necessary for final ad- 
as of its affairs. ‘There is a 
salary of $10,000 attached to the of- 
fice, which is altogether desirable for 
defeated office-holders—especially re- 
publican senators. 

Have Two “Lame Ducks.” 

So far leaders of the administration 
have only two “lame ducks” to take 
ca: of after next March. Senator 
New, recently defeated in the In- 
diana primary by James K. Beveride. 
au anti-administration progressive, is 
the second one. Both New and Mc- 
Cumber have privately attributed their 
defeat to their pro-administration pol- 
icies, it is said. Naturally as a re- 
sult of this they are looking to the 
old guard to make a place for them in 
the “bread line.”

seventh ward, and Alderman Oscar 
Williamson, of the ninth ward. 


DuVall’s stand. 


Alderman DuVall, when asked for a 
statement concerning the ousting of 
himself and the other four members 
of council, declared that when he 
joined the organization he did not con- 
strue the oath admitting hin: as bind- 
ing in any of his duties to his public 
position. 

The reason assigned for expelling 
the five members of council from the 
club is satd to have grown out of the 
recent action on their part in voting 
to re-elect John N. Malone to the 
board of city tax assessors. Mr. Ma- 
lone, who is of the Catholic faith, was 
defeated by a close vote. 

Councilman Watkins’ statement fol- 
lows: 

“Some time since I joined an order 
under the representation that none of 
its principles would conflict with any 
private or public duty. The order is 
a patriotic one similar to other fra- 
ternal orders and its obligations do 
not compel one to vote as the order 
may dictate.

I. C. C. ASSUMES HAND 
IN FEDERAL CONTROL 


Governor of Indiana ~-An- 
nounces State Will Take 
Over Local Mines to Meet 
Home Demands.

Washington, July 26.—President 
Harding tonight set in motion the fed- 
eral emergency coal control organiza- 
tion, with a section of the central 
distribution committee, under the 
chairmanship of Secretary Hoover. 

The commerce secretary, at the re- 
quest of the president immediately 
wired governors of the various states 
asking them to set up emergency state 
organizations as the first atep towards 
de-centralizing the organization for 
equitable distribution and mainte- 
nance of fair prices for coal under the 
administration's plan. 

“Under this plan.” Mr. Hoover, 
said, “the distribution. for railway 
use will be directed from Washington 
but, with the possible exception of 
a few state public utilities, the re- 
sponsibility for all other distribu- 
tion will rest upon organizations set 
up under state's ¢ontro].” 
| States to Co-operate. 

Co-operation of state organizations 
also asked by Interstate commerce 
Commissioner Aitchison, who tele- 
graphed the several transportation 
regulatory bodies of the states east 
of the Mississippi river requesting 
them to act as representatives of 
the commission in facilitating opera- 
tion of the emergency service orders 
giving priority to the shipments of 
coal and necessities. 

The federal coal distribution com- 
mittee selected by ‘the president con- 
sists of Attorney-General Dangherty, 
Secretaries Fall and Hoover ard Com- 
missioner Aitchison, or their repre-

Biennial Session 
Bill to Be Urged 
By Two Senators 


Aye and Nay Record Vote 
Is Called for by the 
Measure. 


Passage in the senate of the bill 
providing for biennial sessions of the 
legislature will be urged by Senator 
John E. Foy, of the first district 
and Senator E. M. Thorpe, of the 
second district when the measure 
comes up in that body for passage. 
The bill was introduced in the house 
by Representative Mundy, of Polk, 
and received the two-thirds vote nec- 
essary for its passage by that body. 
The bill is a constitutional amendment 
and if passed by the senate and signed 
by the governor will be submitted to 
the people for ratification in the gen 
eral election this fall. 

Both Senators Foy and Thorpe de- 
clared the measure is one of the most 
important that has been introduced 
in the legislature in years. Senator 
Thorpe was outspoken in his support 
of the bill. The senate committee 
on constitutional amendments. will 
consider the bill at a session Thurs 
day afternoon. 

“This bill is one that meang as 
much for economy ia Georgia as any 
that has been introduced in years,” 
Senator Thorpe said. “I think it 1 
a measure on which every senator 
should cast his vote and I am glad 
that it calls for an aye and nay record 
yote when it comes up for passage.

Western Railway Execu- 
tives Report Freight Is 
Being Moved as Offered 
Without Congestion.

Chicago, Ill., July 26.—B. M. Jew- 
ell, head of the striking railway shop- 
men, the 6 international presidents of 
the shopcrafts organization; Timothy 
Healy, of the firemen and oilers, and 
A. O. Wharton, labor group member 
of the United States railroad labor 
board, departed today for Washington, 
presumably for a conference with 
President Harding tomorrow regarding 
the rail strike situation. 

After a hurried conference with the 
president, the strike leaders planned to 
leave Washington tomorrow night, ar- 
riving back in Chicago Friday morn- 
ing. A veil of secrecy was thrown 
over the trip, and their departure over 
the Pennsylvania at 10:30 o'clock did 
not become publie until hours later, 
union leaders declaring that Mr. Jew- 
ell was still in town all afternoon. 

The journey follows a conference 
between James J. Davis, secretary of 
labor; and Mr. Jewell. at Mooseheart, 
near here, last Saturday. After the 
conference, Mr. Davis asserted he be- 
lieved that the principal stumbling 
block in the way of a settlement of the 
strike was the refusal of the railroad 
to return seniority rights to* the 
strikers. 

Follews Conferences. 

Mr. Jewell’s meeting with the pres. 
ident will follow conferences between 
L. F. Loree, head of the eastern &- 
ecutives and members of the senate 
interstate commerce committee, and 
between the president and W. W. At- 
terbury, of the Pennsylvania, and the 
president and Ben Hooper, chairman 
of the Jabor board. ‘These meetings 
followed the announcement by Mr. 
Hooper that his efforts to settle the 
strike had met with failure because 
of the refusal of the executives to 
agree to the restoration of seniority 
rights to the men.

Washington, July 26.—Following 
are the texts of the telegrams ex- 
changed between President Harding 
and J. Cleve Dean, chairman of the 
Railway Employees’ Publicity asso- 
ciation: 

“Chattanooga, Tenn., July 23, 1922. 


“Hon. Warren G. Harding, 
“President, Washington, D. C. 
“I wish to point out to you that 

the railway employees and miners 

who are on strike are loyal American 
citizens and are only executing their 
constitutional rights. A large per- 
centage of them fought on European 
soil that there might be no more war, 
and for you or any governor to at- 
tempt to operate the mines or rail- 
roads by military forces or to attempt 
to draft men into mining or railroad 
service weald be an attempt to 
establish involuntary servitude. And 

I dare to predict when ‘involuntary 

servitude’ is attempted by you, then 

the long predicted war between labor 
and capjtal will loom up. The Amer- 
ican farmer and labor have come to 

reailze the hostile attitude of the G. 

O. P. toward them, and they realize 

that the hard times that now exist 

is a premeditated plan to bring the 
farmer and labor down to _ their 
knees. The blood of the Ameriean 
farmer and labor is at a broiling heat 
because they came to the firm con- 
clusion that their government, or your 
administration at least, is against 
them. I pray that it will not come, 
yet I feel at liberty to predict that 
in your attempt to place American 
labor under the gun nothing short of 

a revolution will happen. I am a 

lover of peace and harmony, yet I 

am for these striking railway em- 

ployees and miners and I know that 
they will put forth every possible 
means to keep peace in our country.

torted. There is no dispute about 
the loyal American citizenship of the 
men on strike, nor will anyone ques- 
tion that many of them gave every- 
thing that men can give for the serv- 
ice of this country in the world war. 

“Nor is it disputed that the men 
on strike are exercising their consti- 
tutional and lawful rights, under ex- 
isting statutes, in declining to work 
under the terms decided by the rail- 
road labor board or tendered to the 
workmen by the mine-operators of the 
country. 

Do No Propose Draft. 

“No one has attempted or proposed 
to draft free men into either the rail- 
way or mining service, or suggested 
coercion under military force. The 
military forces of free America are 
never used for such a purpose. Their 
service is only that of preventing law- 
lessness and violence. 

“That same unchallenged freedom 
which permits you and your asso- 
ciates to decline to work is no less 
the heritage of the free American 
who chooses to accept employment un- 
der the terms proposed. 

“The difference between the two 
positions is that the striking railroad 
workers exercise their rights of free- 
dom in seeking to hinder the neces- 
sary transportation of the country; 
notwithstanding the provision made 
by law for the consideration of any 
just grievance, and the striking miners 
seek to prevent the production of 
coal necessary to common welfare, 
notwithstanding. the offer of an 
agency to make an impartial settle- 
ment while the men who chose ta 
work in response to the call of the 
country are exercising the like rights, 
and at the same time are making 
their contribution to our common 
American welfare. 


“The decisions of the railroad labor 
board are in compliance with a man- 
date of the law-making body of the 
United States. Without discussing 
the decisions at issue, it is fair to 
assume that a government agency is 
ever ready to correct an error which 
is made, else government itself would 
become unjust. More ver, it is 
indisputable that there can be no gov- 
ernment unless its mandates are ac- 
cepted by the citizenship of the re- 
publie. This observation relates 
more particularly to the railroad situ- 
ation. 


Refers to Mine Strike. 


“When the mining situation be- 
came menacing I invited represent- 
atives of the mine-workers and the 
operators to a conference. They came 
together, they were advised as to the 
call of common welfare, yet in eight 
days of opportunity no progress was 
made. In the absence of any tri- 
bunal authorized to settle disputes 
between mine workers and their em- 
pioyers the federal government then 
voluntarily proposed the creation cf 
a national commission before which 
the disputes might be settled justly, 
in the light of full information and 
in accordance with the best expres- 
sions of our modern civilization. 

“Instead of contemplating the re- 
sort to force, it anticipated the very 
opposite—industrial peace with jus- 
tice to every man concerned. In- 
stead of aiming at ‘involuntary servi- 
tude,’ to which you inexcusably re- 
fer, the government asked the mine 
workers to resume their activities, in 
response to a manifest publie need, 
at precisely the same wages and un- 
der precisely the same work < con- 
ditions as those under which they had 
been working contentedly for the last 
two years. Thewe who spoke for the 
mine workers refused such a pro 
posal, 

“There is no dispute of the right 
to refuse. Since they declined to re- 
spond, and since it is believed there 
are enough men who love this coun- 
try and ckerish its security, and be- 
lieye in serving the common welfare, 
t» come to the relief of the mining 
situation, and avoid suffering, priva- 
tion and paralysis, I asked the gov- 
ernors of the coal mining states to in- 
vite mine operators and mine workers 
to resume their activities, and to 


ful pursuits. ‘This protection applies 
alike to the men on strike who ob- 
serve the law and make no lawless 
interference with men at work, and 
to the men who are lawfully at work 
and entitled to protection by every 
agency of government in that work. 
Would Submit Question. 


“If you mean to challenge the 
righteousness of free men to be pro- 
tected in their lawful pursuits against 
interference and violence, I will be 
glad to join you in submitting that 
question to the decision of the Amer- 
ican people. 

“It will interest you to know that 
instead of the government’s action 
being an expression of the preference 
of the capitalistic class, it has been 
quite as much opposed by those who 
speak for employers as it is by you 
and your associates. Government un-

VOTE ABOLITION 
UF BARBER BOARD 


The senate session Wednesday was 
featured by passage of the bill by 


Senator Clay to abolish the state board 
of barber examiners, and the measure 
by Senator Campbell to create an ad- 
ditional judgeship for the Stone Moun- 
tain circuit. 

Senator Clay’s bill passed by the 
yote of 32 to 1. Only cities of more 
than 5, population are affected. 
The senator declared that the board 
is a “joke,” and takes up space in 
the capitol that could be used for 
some useful purpose. 

He said that a group of barbers of 
Marietta, to test the board’s useful- 
ness, sent a railroad employee who 
had never cut a_ whisker in his life, 
down to Atlanta with a $5 bill and he 
returned with a license. 

Judgeship Bill. 

Senator Campbell’s bill to provide 
an additional judge for the Stone 
Mountain circuit, brought on warm 
debate. 

Senator Womble attacked it as be- 
ing an opening wedge which would 
cause other members to enter with 
similar bills for their circuits. “It’s 
high time the judges we’ve got are 
going to work,” he declared. , 

His statement was echoed in speech, 
es by Senators Nix and Jackson. Mn 
Jackson said that rotation of the 
judges and rearrangement of the cir- 
cuits would remedy the congestion of 
superior court dockets. 

Senator Manson fought vigorously 
with Senator Campbell for passage 
of the measure. Senator Bellah of- 
fered an amendment, which the sen- 
ate adopted, fixing the salary of the 
aditional judge at $3,000. The vote 
for passage of the bill as amended 
was 31 to 11. 

Hard on Foxes. 
A bill by Senator Hal Hutchins ad-| 


vancing the open season for huncung 
opossums one month and for taking 
foxes four months, was passed unani- 
mously. The bill fixes the ‘passum 
season as from October 1 to March 1, 


and the fox season from August 1 to 
February 1. The fox season opens 
four month earlier, but closes three 
months sooner than under the pres- 
ent law. 

Just before the senate adjourned 
the governor sent in a message recom- 
mending a defjciency appropriation to 
the public sehool funds to cover the 
defaleation of R. N. Berrien, Jr. After 
the -governor’s secretary had retired, 
Senator Nix rose and inquired of the 
chair if the document “really came 
from the governor.” 5 

“The chair will state that it did,” 
replied President Clay. 

“I thought the governor said Tues- 
day night that the senate was be- 
neath his notice,” responded the sen- 
ator. 

An unsuccessfu! effort was made by 
Senator Johns tv have his bill forbid- 
ding the operation of pool rooms, 
which was adversely reported by gen- 
eral judiciary committee No. 2, Tues- 
day, recommitted to the committee, 
with an amendment for further con- 
sideration. 

A resolution by Senator Pope au- 
thorizing the Chattanooga Rapid 
Transit company, which runs through 
a part of Walker county, to surrender 
its charter for the reason that a 
parallel line is being operated by the 
Chattanooga Railway and Light com- 
pany was adopted. Mr. Pope said 
both lines traverse virtually the same 
territory and that both lines were 
owned by the same interests.

Determination to ask executive 
clemency for the condemned youth, 
who is under conviction for the mur- 
der of Irby C. Walker, Pinkerton de- 
tective, in the Peachtree street jewel 
holdup last December, was voiced by 
the attorney following a decision of 
the state supreme court which de- 
nied DuPre’s application for a re- 
hearing on his motion for a new 
trial. 

A new date for the execution of 
DuPre will be set within the next 
ten days or two weeks, it was indi- 
cated Wednesday. When the remit- 
titur in the case is received in the 
Fulton criminal court from the su- 
preme court DuPre will be taken be- 
fore Judge Humphries immediately 
to be resentenced.

Slarke said that agents for the de 
partment of investigation assigned to 
the case discovered the identity of 
the men who made the visit in the 
name of the Ku Klux Klan and ob- 
tained from them a signed statement 
admitting their guilt.

STATE OF INDIANA 
TO OPERATE MINE 

Indianapolis, July 26.—Governor 
Warren ‘I’. McCray announced to- 
night that’ the state of Indiana was 
arranging to take over and operate 
“sufficient mines. to supply Indiana’s 
necessities.” The announcement was 
made in a telegram to John Hessler, 
president of the Indiana miners, who 
is in Philadelphia in an endeavor to 
arrange a settlement of the mine 
strike. 

President Hessler had wired Gov- 
ernor McCrary that the union officials 
were contemplating a call for an in- 
terstate conference, and urged him 
to use his influence with the Indiana 
operators. ‘The governor promised his 
“unqualified support to the move- 
ment,” and added that “in the mean- 
time my preparations for coal pro- 
duction will proceed as rapidly as pos- 
sible.”’ 

The governor in taking the step ad- 
vised Mr. Hessler that he had received 
“official word from Washington this 
afternoon that in the present situation 
Indiana utilities can not be supplied 
even with priorities from outside the 
state, and coal for Indiana people is 
squarely up to the governor.”

THE BONUS QUANDARY. 


President Harding, “peeved,” says 
a Washington dispatch, over the 
“inabiltiy of senators to understand 
‘his viewpoint,” has again stated very 
emphatically that if the McCum- 
ber soldier bonus bill in its present 
form is passed by the senate he 
will promptly veto it. 

He has said that before. In fact, 
he has repeatedly let it be known 
that he would not approve any 
bonus measure that failed to in- 
clude a section prescribing a meth- 
od of meeting the expenditures in- 
volved. 

The pro-bonus group of senators 
—most active and insistent among 
whom are those whose terms expire 
this year—want to pass a measure 
that will appeal to the “soldier 
vote,” and, of course, it would 
please them if the president would 
sign it, for in that event the utter 
impotency of the law probably 
would not become generally under- 
stood among the rank and file of 
the veterans until after the con- 
gressional elections. 

‘But they do not want to hazard 
alienating the good will of business 
nor that of the masses of the com- 
mon people by imposing additional 
taxation in any form to the extent 


necessary to meet the bonus obli-! 


gations, aggregating $4,000,000,000, 
more or less, contemplated by the 
pending bill. 

The president is right, in his po- 
sition. : 

‘To enact an appropriation meas- 
ure without prescribing the means 
of raising revenue with which to 
meet its provisions would be non- 
sense. 

The president, however, is said 
to favor meeting the proposed bo- 
nus payments by levying a sales 
tax, which would impose an enor- 
mous additional tax burden upon 
business, to be passed on to the 
masses of American consumers, and 
the people are in no mood to relish 
such an increase in the cost of liv- 
ing. 

‘The pro-bonus senators, there- 
fore, are afraid of the president’s 
suggestion. 

‘They want the votes of the com- 
mon run of taxpayers as well as 
those of the beneficiaries of any 
bonus legislation that might be en- 
acted. 

And it is becoming more and 
more apparent as time drags on 
that political support is about all 
they do want in this connection. 

That is what the author of the 
present bill, Senator McCumber, 
wanted prior to the recent North 
Dakota primary election; but he 
lost out dismally, to the dismay and 
increased apprehension of his re- 
publican colleagues whose continu- 
ance in office depends upon ballot- 
box results this summer or fall! 

.Naturally, Senator McCumber’s 
interest in the bonus bill that bears 
his name is not so keen as it was

it over with—then to gamely face 
the consequences, whatever they 
might be, like men! 


THE BOXING: BILL. 

Pending before the. general, as- 
sembly is a ,bill to place public 
boxing contests in Georgia under 
the supervision of a commission, 
the act being modeled in a general 
way after similar measures that 
are now in operation in New York 
and various other states in which 
“the manly art of self-defense” is 
legally recognized as a legitimate 
sport. 

It is a meritorious measure, need- 
ed in Georgia, and it should re- 
ceive the support of every legisla- 
tor and of every citizen, regardless 
of whether or not he is a boxing 
enthusiast or patron, who would 
encourage athletics and who would 
have all forms of sport conducted 
according to the highest standards 
of sportsmanship ethics. 

This bill provides for the creation 
of a state boxing commissien, to be 
composed of three Georgia citizens 
of honor, integrity and high stand- 
ing in the community in which they 
reside, which body would exercise 
general supervisory authority over 
all public activities in connection 
with boxing in this state. 

The commission would fix the 
rules governing all boxing contests 
staged within its jurisdiction, pass 
upon the eligibility of would-be con- 
testants—their moral _ character, 
physical fitness, etc., and of all box- 
ing promoters, managers of boxers, 
judges and referées. In short, the 
commission would constitute a tri- 
bunal having supreme authority 
over every phase of the sport. 

The bill provides also that no 
boxing contest shall be held in 
Georgia except under the immedi- 
ate official direction of a licensed 
referee, which is a wise and com- 
mendable provision, calculated to 
safeguard the sport and public 
against the evil consequences of 
erroneous or unsportsmanlike acts 
or decisions by dishonest, inexpe- 
rienced or otherwise incompetent 
arbiters in the ring. of 
Properly conducted there is noth- 
ing objectionable about the sport 
of boxing per se. It contemplates 
only contests of skill and physical 
prowess between highly trained and 
evenly matched athletes, and it af- 
fords innocent though thrilling en- 
tertainment and pastime for spec- 
tators who enjoy sports of that 
rugged type. 

Like sports and amusements of 
every type, however, it is degrading 
and demoralizing if not kept clean. 
And the best plan yet devised 
whereby to keep it clean and whole- 
some is to place it under the direc. 
tion of a responsible commission. 


ONE WAY. 
We may agree that it is unwise 
as well as, unjust to ourselves-and! 
to them, for us to consider. and 
treat as paupers asking alms, the 
war-demolished European nations. 
But should we, can we afford, on 
that account, to withhold a helpful 
and encouraging hand in their ef- 
fort toward industrial resuscita- 
tion? The suggestion is unchris- 
tianlike, as well as uncivilized. 
Financial writers and some finan- 
ciers are persistently taking the 
more selfish view of it.- A promi- 
cnent writer on business and finan- 
cial topics recently asserted “that 
we should rejoice in the prosperity 
that we have earned, as fast as it 
comes back to us, and not squander 
it in trying to restore prosperity to 
the nations that have not earned it 
and can not get it until they do 
earn it.” 
So far as furnishing them money 
to squander, or even to use in re. 
building their fallen fortunes, is 
concerned, he may be entirely right. 
We have, perhaps, already done 
our full share and more, in supply- 
ing them with cash to use accord- 
ing to their own desires. 

But, even taking the selfish view, 
we cannot afford, for our own ma- 
terial sake, to make of our pros- 
perity a screen of aloofness—an at- 
titude which would add to ‘their 
despair. : 

Self-help is, of course, the best 
help. It must be the primary fac- 
tor in European restoration. Never- 
theless, if it is to meet with speedy 
success, there must be genuine en- 
couragement back of it.

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Governor Hardwick swung a broad- 
side to the right jaw—assuming the 
senate to be the “right jaw” of the 
Georgia legislature—in his Decatur 
speech Tuesday evening.

If the tax laws of Georgia as they 
exist were enforced today, and the

It pays no taxés! 

I know of a cotton buying firm that 
had 5,000 bales, bought and paid for, 
in its warehouses on January 1, 1922; 
It always has from 5,000 to 8,000 bales 
in storage. 

It pays no taxes on that property. 

I know of evasions of the inherit- 
ance tax law that are startling and 
almost tragic. Onegof the Pittsburg 
millionaires who held a one-third in- 
terest in a south Georgia island es- 


died a few months ago. Has there 
ever been any attempt to collect that 
inheritance tax? No! 

Special taxes in Georgia bring in 
$2,500,000 approximately. The state 
pays 10 per cent, or $250,000 a year, 
for collecting those taxes, and the 
records show fully one-third of them 
are never collected. 

Uncle Rubin pays his taxes—if he 
can. If he can’t his farm is adver- 
tised for sale, as are millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of farms in Georgia to- 
day. He can’t hide his farm, if he 
would; and he pays more nearly the 
valuation than does the “estate” own- 
er and the land-owning corporation. 
You bet he does! 

Is there any wonder there is kick- 
ing on the equalization law? 

It is a good law. It should remain

Gaines Tells of Banks 
In Atlanta High Schools || 


Editor Constitution: I was much 
interested in the editorial in The Con- 
stitution in praise of the savings bank 
system in vogue in the public schools 
of West Virginia. ; 

I want to say, however, that West 
Virginia has had nothing on Atlanta 
in this respect. We have two such 
banks in Atlanta, one in the Girls’ 
High school and the other in Com- 
mercial High school. These are regu- 
lar banks, with bank furniture, fix- 
tures, cashier, depositors, and all the 
rest; and both of these banks are 
older than the West Virginia banks. 

And they are very popular banks, 


too. 

‘he total of deposits of the Girls’ 
High bank, November 17, 1921 to 
June 2, 1922, was $4,203.70. Amount 
transferred by depositors to other 
savings banks, $860. Amount other- 
wise withdrawn, $2,754.50. Balance 
remaining in bank, $589.20. ‘Total 
number of depositors, 1,147. Average 
of savings, $3.66. 

The Gomumneneia High School bank 
is the oldest school bank in the en- 
tire southeast. It was organized in 
March, 1921. I have not been able 
to secure the exact figures of this 
bank, owing to the absence from the 
city of the principal of the school and | 
the cashier. But there were 1,200 | 
depositors during the school year, and 
more than $5,000 deposited. 

These banks are the pride of the 
principals of the two schools In which 
they are located and the delight of the 
hundreds of boys and girls who patron- 
ize them as depositors. ie 

These pupils thus learn early in 
their lives somthing of practical | 
business, something that they will 
need to know when they begin to, 
make their own way in the world. 
And more than that, they begin to 
learn the lessons and advantages of | 
thrift and savings. And further- 
more, they will soon find that they 
have money on hand to meet worth- | 
while needs and oppertunities. 

Not only have we the two school 
hanks above mentioned, but last April 
the school board approved a plan for 
the placing of, such banks in all of 
our schools at the opening of the fall 
terms. 

So Atlanta is right up to date in 
this matter.

Dedicated Thursday 
At Columbus Site 


Columbus, Ga., July 26.—(Special.) 
“Confederate Bridge’ the new rein- 
forced concrete bridge built by the 
city of Columbus, across the Chatta- 
hoochee river at Fourteenth street, at 
the site of the last battle of the civil 
war east of the Mississippi river, was 
formally dedicated at sunset this art- 
ernoon. 

The program was short but impres- 
sive, the principal feature being an 
address by Hon. L. H. Chappell, form- 
er mayor, who is president of the Co- 
lumbus Historical society. 

A memorial tablet was then unveil- 
ed by officers of the Ladies’ Memorial 
association and the Daughters of the 
Confederacy and following the exer- 
cises the bridge lights were turned 


on. 

The last battle was fought at Co- 
lumbus, April 16, 1865, beginning on 
the Alabama hills, continuing 
through the bridge and ending on the 
Georgia side, near the bridge end, 
where Colonel Lamar, gallant Con- 
federate officer met his death. 

Twenty years ago a steel bridge 
was built on the site succeeding the 
old frame bride. The present con- 
crete bridge was built on the site of 
the old one and a remarkable feature 
of its construction was that traffic 
was not suspended a single day while 
it was being built.

The type of chair called a “wain- 
scot” chair was made during a great 
part of the seventeenth century. The 
one shown in the cut is a good ex- 
ample of this kind of seat and was 
made in New England somewhere 
about 1650. They were not so num- 


,erous as other chairs and they were 


ome meant for heads of families or other 


important persons. Oak was the 
_wood almost invariably used. 

: “Wainscot” chairs were built in a 
_far more massive and substantial way 
‘than other types of chairs. They 
were really pieces of cabinet work 
|and their construction resembled the 
‘construction of chests or cupboards. 
The solid hacks were paneled, the 
‘seats were heavy slabs of wood and 
the stout turned legs were braced 
| with heavy stretchers, as were the 
legs of “refectory” tables. The backs 
-and the underframing of the seats 
‘were often elaborately carved. 

| “Wainscot” chairs, usually of the 
‘simpler designes without carving, are 
| being reproduced to some extent and, 
_if one has other furniture to go well 
| with them, they are suitable for use 
in halls or in a large room beside a 
| fireplace. They are not desirable 
in very small rooms. Avoid repro- 
ductions in which the proportions are 
skimped and thinned down. One of 
these chairs in a home is quite enough.

Thomasville, Ga., July 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Where will the vote of the 


757 white women registered iz 
Thomas county go, is a question, th 
answer to which would be much ap 
preciated by the various candidates 
for office here. 

The number of women registered 
is only one-sixth or less of the tota 
registration but even then they are 
in a position to alter the standing of 
any candidate and are a very unece 
tain faction to count upon, accord 
ing to the opinion of some of the of 
fice seekers. ’ 

The total registration lists shows 
3,789 voters for the county, this list 
having just been completed for 1922 
The total number of white men regis 
tered is 2,892. The entire numbe 
of negroes registered is 163. 

Only eight negro women are reg 
istered in the entire county and these 
are in the Thomasville district. Cool 
idge and Barwick districts have na 
registered colored voters at all. Of 
the total number of voters in the 
county the Thomasville district has 
1,571.

quiet until the publication of government 
report on Tuesday of next week.—Hubbard 
ros. & Co.

Weather Report. 

Washington, D. C., July 26, 1922.—An- 
other rather favorable week for cotton pre- 
vailed. Temperatures were generaliy normal, 
except that they were somewhat above nor- 
mal in the western portion of the belt. 
There was tom much rain in some Atlantica 
coast sections and it was too dry in the 
western portion of the belt, but precipita- 
tion was mostly moderate to about normal 
elsewhere. The progress of cotton was very 
good in the Carolinas except in the eastern 
portion, where it was too wet. Progress in 
Georgia continued mostly good, and consid- 
erable improvement was reported in Ala- 
bema. Cotton made very good progress gen- 
erally in Mississippi, Tennessee and Ark- 
ansas except that progress was only fairly 
satisfactory in northeastern Arkansas, where 
it was rather rainy. Drought is becoming 
unfavorable in Texas and Oklahoma, espe- 
cially in western Oklahoma and to late 
planted cotton in Texas, although progress 
in those states was mostly fairly good to 
very good, High temperatures and dry weath- 
er were favorable for checking weevil in 
the western portions of the belt, but cloudy, 
rainy weather favored increase in the more 
eastern portions.— Marvin, 


Atlanta, Ga., July 26, 1922.—Although 
excessive rains were reported to have oc- 
curred in many interior counties of Georgia 
during the past week, which interfered with 
cultivation and injured mostly cotton and 
miclons, in most counties the week was 
rather favorable, with sufficient moisture 
to keep crops in growing copdition, There 
was considerable cloudiness, and  conse- 
quently temperatures were not excessively 
high. In many counties cotton made very 
good growth during the week, but it deter- 
jorated somewhat where there was too much 
rain. In many counties the weed is now 
large and the plants are fruiting well, but 
there is considerable shedding, due appar- 
ently more to excessive moisture than to 
the weevil. Cotton is opening in the cen- 
tral and southern divisions, picking is ad- 
vaneing, and new bales have been marketed. 
Weevils continue very numerous and de- 
structive. Early corn has practically all 
been laid by, except where too much rain 
interefered with this work, with the crop 
generally only poor to fair. On the other 
hand, some late corn in the northern divi- 
sion has not yet had the first plowing; late 
corn, however, is improving, having beeu 
helped by the rains this week. Fodder pull- 
ing from early corn is progressing in most 
sections. Sweet potatoes, peanuts, sugar- 
cane, rice, and other minor crops did fairly 
well. Many fall white potatoes have been 
planted and are coming up. Harvesting 
sweet potatoes, mostly for home consuinp- 
tion, is under way in some counties, while 
some correspondents report that sweet po- 
tatoes were still being transplanted during 
the week. Pastures are fair, and hay crops, 
mostly pea vine, are good. Many fall gar- 
dens have been planted. Shipments of 
peaches are practically over. Figs and pears 
are good, but pecans are poor. Melon ship- 
ments continue

reason to suppose that a solution of the 
etrike problem must be reached. Condi- 
tions abroud look more cheerful as nations 
are beginning to realize that some aid must 
be given to Germany and we anticipate to 
rehabilitation of foreign finances, which 
ought to increase the demand in our markete. 
As we are in a period of unsettled conditions 
developments may occur which will cause 
suthoube. Purchases made on these weak 
spots ought to show profitable resulta be- 
cause it seems to us that conditions favor- 
able to the market are more likely to ma- 
terialize at the present time.

Louisville, Ky., July 26.—Charges 
that. Prohibition Commissioner Roy 
A. Haynes and his officers were exert- 
ing illegal administrative measures 
under cover of the Volstead act and 
were oppressing the proper distribu- 
tion of medicinal whisky and alcohol 
were contained in resolutions adopted 
by distillers of the country at the 
close of their meeting here today with 
an appeal to President Harding, the 
secretary of the treasury and the com- 
missioner of internal revenue to “see 
that the federal prohibition con» 
missioner conduct his office in con- 
formity with accepted standards of 


well regulated and responsible public 
administration.” 

The appeai also asked that the 
commissioner and his subordinates be 
compelled to desist from the exercise 
of purely discretionary administra- 
tion not consonant with the law. 

‘he resolution said it was common 
knowledge that the illicit traffie in 
liquor was unchecked, while the of- 
ficial oppression and legal distribu- 
tion of pure medicinal whisky and 
grain alcohol was resulting in a sub- 
stantial denial to the public in its 
right to secure liquor legally. 

The distillers claimed it was to their 
knowledge that personal politics and 
“unwarranted verbal instruction” is- 
sued by field officers and the federal 
conflict with the statutes. 

The principals of the Volstead act, 
the distillers claim, are bemg violated 
by the prohibition commissioner in the 
conduct of his administration, and in 
his refusal to meet the public re- 
quirements for whisky and alcohol. 

Violation of prohibition restriction 
is “actually encouraged” on account 
of the uncontrolled discretions exert-

Washington, July 26.-—The army 
air service Thursday will undertak 
the first cross-country, non-stop ai 
ship night-flight ‘ever attempted in the 
United tSates. 

Leaving Bolling field here at 4:15 


Thorsday afternoon, the dirigible C-2, 
largest of the army’s lighter-than-air 
craft, will attempt a continuous flight 
from Washington to New York and re- 
turn. 

The purpose of the night air venture 
are two-fold. First, it is to serve 
as a test flight before the transconti- 
nental hop to be attempted by the C-2 
in September in place of the ill-fated 
Roma, and, s¢cond, it is designed to 
demonstrate the practicability of night 
flying for the postal service. 

The great airship will arrive over 
|New York between 11 o'clock and 
midnight, just as the theater crowds 
are pouring out into Broadway. For 
45 minutes, the C-2 will hover over 
Times Squere, illuminated by power- 
ful searchlights. Just before’ the 
Broadway demonstration ,it will pause 
momentarily over Boyle's Thirty 
Acres, where Benny Leonard and Lew 
Tendler will be fighting for the light- 
weight championship. Raltimore and 
Philadelphia, likewise, will have op- 
potrunity to observe the latest under- 
taking,
